Harry L. Hopkins has decreed that 
the state gets no more money from 
FERA after Monday unless the 
legislature acts to provide $5,000,- 
000 monthly in state funds to pay 
part of the bill. 
. Still At Loggerheads 
As the executive left the capitol 
by motor car to meet Hopkins this 
afternoon, the administration and 
the Republican senate were still at 
loggerheads over how to finance the 
itate’s share of the jobless burden.

simmered down to this: 
Governor Earle insisted that tax 
bills he has recommended to provide 
$120,000,000 for relief during the 
next biennium and $10,000,000 for 
April and May must be passed to 
meet the federal ultimatum.

nothing less than this "Will be satis­ 
factory. 
Republican senate leaders, refus­ 
ing to stay in session the rest of the 
week and accept the administration 
revenue bills, had acted to stave off 
the crisis until June 1 by voting to 
transfer $7,500.000 from live special 
funds to provide the state’s share 
of relief for six weeks. This stop­ 
gap proposal was bogged down in 
the Democratic house where it was 
termed unworkable and inadequate.

(International N ew s Service) 
NEW YORK, April 11.—Love­ 
ly Betty Hamilton, 21-year-old 
actress from Meadville, Pa., and 
formerly of Chicago, found es­ 
cape in death today from that 
mdst poignant of all youthful 
tragedies — disappointment 
in 
love. 
She leaped from her 11th story 
room in the Ltitle hotel, near Radio 
City, last night and died in an am­ 
bulance enroute to Polyclinic hos­ 
pital. 
Second Attempt. 
It was the pretty brunette’s second 
attempt to end her life within 24 
hours. On Tuesday night, she was 
prevented from leaping from the 
window’ of her room only through 
the alertness of a friend who was 
with her. 
The girl landed on the roof of a 
small building adjoining the hotel, 
and although her body was crushed 
and shattered by the fall she did not 
lose consciousness. 
So determined 
to die was she that she tried desper­ 
ately to throw herself from the 
stretcher in which she W’as carried to 
the ambulance. 
Bud Pollard, former motion pic­ 
ture director, and Miss Hamilton’s 
manager, was one of the first to ar­ 
rive on the scene after the girl took 
her fatal leap. He told police that 
Miss Hamilton had been engaged to 
marry Fred Levy, son of an executive

Laval to 
Stresa, Italy, 
Minister Pierre 
visit Berlin. 
France wants to talk to Ger- 
! many. 
This was the initial sensation at 
the historical conference of Stresa. j 
when* five men gathered today on a 
tiny island under a haze of mist 
that overhung Lake Maggiore and. 
isolated from the world, set out to 
try to determine its fate. 
Why Laval’s proposal is of im ­ 
mense importance is because after 
Germany denounced the treaty of 
Versailles France at first insisted 
upon treating her as a criminal. 
Now Laval reveals that France is 
willing to treat with Germany in 
her new status of complete equal­ 
ity, unfettered by Versailles. 
Laval’s surprising intention was 
kept a dead secret. 
Neither the army of subordinate 
officers nor most of the heavy bat­ 
talion of journalists here were ac­ 
quainted with the French intention. 
But it dominated the minds of the 
principals who did know, as Prime 
Minister MacDonald, British For­ 
eign Secretary Sir John Simon, La­ 
val and Premier Flandin of France, 
under the chairmanship of Musso­ 
lini and flanked by their lieuten­ 
ants, seated themselves at a great 
table in ancient Borromeo Castle 
on properly named beautiful isle, 
"Isola Bella*’. 
Laval’s Plan 
According to a t r u s t wo rthy 
source, Laval’s plan is this: 
He 
has now. agreed with Litvinov on 
a Franco-Soviet pact of 
mutual 
assistance. 
This pact, based on a 
paragraph of the League of Nations 
covenant, is equivalent to an east­ 
ern Locarno, and it probably will 
be joined by the Little Entente and 
possibly Italy. 
Britain is expected to give it her 
blessing. 
After Stresa, Laval will 
go to Moscow to sign the pact, and 
after Moscow, unless he changes his 
plan or Hitler refuses to see him, 
Laval intends to return via Berlin 
and there face Hitler with the fol­ 
lowing proposals:

More Money Is 
Being Required 


Almost $100,000,000 More 
Cash Required Today 
Than One Year Ago 
Is Report 


(International News Service) 
WASHINGTON, April 11.—Busi­ 
ness was requiring at the end of 
March practically $100,000.000 more 
in cash than was in circulation the 
same time a year ago, treasury fig­ 
ures revealed today. 
Commerce and industry were us­ 
ing $5,493.452.000 March 31, against 
$5,466,702.000 February 28, and $5,- 
393,689,000 this time last year. There 
was in circulation $43.26 for each 
man, woman and child, on the basis 
of an estimated population of 126,- 
974.000, against $42.72 last spring. 
The increased need for cash was 
attributed by some officials to the 
huge sums put into circulation to 
finance the government’s recovery 
program. 
Expenditures of the $4,- 
880.000.000 work relief fund will sky­ 
rocket the volume of money in use 
during the remainder of the year.

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Portable C.C.C. Camps 
Now Being Planned 


By GRAYDON F. SMART 
International New* Service Special

KANE, Pa., April 11.—The new 
civilian conservation corps, planned 
under the work relief bill, will be 
an organization capable of being 
moved baggage and barracks over 
the nation with amazing speed, it 
was learned today here *n this Al­ 
legheny National Forest which two 
years ago boasted the largest early 
C. C. C. concentration in the United 
States. 
The approximately 900 additional 
camps, contemplated for sites in al­ 
most every state, will be of portable 
construction capable of being moved 
to new locations when forestry work 
Is completed in their original areas, 
according to information secured 
from a reliable source. 
> 
Pre-fabricated, possibly at pri­ 
vately-owned plants under govern­ 
m ent contracts, the buildings com­ 
prising the barracks, mess hall, rec­ 
reation hall, officers quarters and 
minor structures will be bolted to­ 
gether and erected as units at sites 
now being selected. 
To Move Camps 
Each camp, with a strength of 216 
men, will be assigned 15.000 acres 
for forest improvement. When the 
work which includes reforestation, 
forest fire prevention, thinning, road 
building and tourist, camp construc­ 
tion is completed the camps will be 
moved to new areas. 
The buildings will be in every 
sense as large and sturdy as the 
present structures, it was empha­ 
sized, but will have the additional 
advantage of mobility

the two-year period since the C. C.

Dear Sir:— 
For many years the crying need 
of district number Two of Union 
township has been a sanitary sew­ 
er. About eight years ago the state 
health department- began a move­ 
ment which was designed to force 
the residents to provide such a sew­ 
er but at that time the City of New 
Castle was unable to provide pro­ 
per facilities for the disposal of the 
sewage. 
Since then New Castle has 
a modem disposal plant and 
the 
council members have shown a fine 
spirit of co-operation towards the 
residents of the township when a 
sewer has been discussed. 
Some months ago some of 
the 
progressive citizens of the township 
suggested that a sewer system was 
now available by RWD labor and 
steps were taken to start such a 
project. The RWD conducted a de­ 
tailed property survey < which or­ 
dinarily would have cost the tax­ 
payers considerable money) and it 
will be possible to have the sewer 
installed with RWD labor. The only 
cost to the taxpayers will be the 
materials necessary. 
Seventy five per cent of the tax­ 
payers in the district, approximate­ 
ly, have indicated their willingness 
to pay their share of the cost, but 
because the other 25 per cent have 
held back the sewer project is in 
danger of failing. 
Those taxpayers who are willing 
to pay their share realize that they 
cannot force the recalcitrant twenty 
five per cent to come in, and they 
also realize that a letter such as this 
will not force them in, but for the 
benefit of the people of New Castle 
and the council which has offered
